Many were 
preaent who will really vote for the Cor 
atitution. It was, however, representative 
body— of corporations. There was only 
a small amoimt of enthusiasm, for even 
those who oppo.se tlie Ojn.stitutiim most 
Ititterly reeogni/.eil the fact that the call 
of the Courier-Journal had been anything 
but warmly responded to, and if the num- 
ber present represented the opposition, 
then the Constitution would be ratified 
by many thouMCnd majority. A number 
of i>roininent men- from over the State 
were preaent, but aa all were placed on 
some committee or other their names 
will be fotmd among the Usts of the com- 
mittees." 

The Press, hi an editorial, says: "Why 
was Lexington chosen as the place for 

holding this conference? 

" Why was not Louisville or Frankfort 
selected instead of I.«xinKton? When- 
ever a State convention is held both 
places are zealous in their ellbi t.-i to ijet 
it. Why were they not equally concerned 
this time? 

" Because there were afraid. 

"Tliis anti-movement had its birth- 
place and its home in Louisville. If the 

conference had been called there, it 
would have given color to the charges 
made all over the State that the fight 
against the Constitution was not being 
made by the people, but by the great cor- 
porations of that city, and that was the 
danger which the opponents to the new 
instrument wished to avoid. 

" For equally unselfisli rea.son.s was 
Frankfort willing to surrender in favor of 
l.«xington. Her people, headed by Stotl- 
dard Jolinson, feared they would make 
enemies among the friends of the Con- 
stitution were the conference held there. 
They did not wish to imperil their 
cliances in the coming capital location 
fight. 

"Therefore was T.i'xinj^'ton ."elected.'' 

So much for theeonferenee and the ob- 
ject in holding it at Lexington. Now a 
few words as to who were there. Wo will 
let the Lexington Transcript answer. The 
Transcript was on hand, and we were not. 
Here are some of its notes, peraonal and 
otherwise, of the meeting: 

' ' Banker Stone Walker looked aa happy 
OS a big aunflower. 

"Banker Wm. T. Tevis, of Richmond, 
made several important motions. 

"Judge M. D. Brown, of llopkinsville, 
sported the finest diamond of any other 
corporation magnate present. 

"Judge Kodnajr.^ggard, the noted 
corporation lawyer of mnchester, lann^- 
ed lon« and loud.

"Judge 'Taboo' Ward referred to the 
wealth and capital of the grand old Cooir 
monwealth very frequently. 

" Poor white traah and farmera were 
not in it. It seems to hiive been a rich 
man's quarrel and a poor man's tight. 

" Bankers, bankers, bankers, lawyers, 



railroad lawyers and corporation lawyers 
were here in all their glory. 

"Juilg<> Sava^'r', of Ashland, was all 
smiles. The Judge is an able lawyer 
and hia services are (n demand all the 

ttime. 

" Hanker BDb Crigler, of Covington, was 
the finest looking man in the crowd. He 
sjioke fluently against the ffn-at fraud. 

" l'.anker W. B, Winslow, of Harrinuin, 
Tenn., waa present. He seemed to be 
afraid that the new Constitution wouM 
deatlen over the line. 

" Ben Lee Hardin, of Harrordsburg, and 
Harry Turner, of Richmond, both lead- 
ing railroad lawyers and bankers, were 
very active workers. 

" Ttie speakers confined their remarks 
to generic terms. The address was on 

the same order. Tbey all denounced the 
new Constitution on general principles. 

"John Quincy Adams Ward, better 
known as 'Taboo' Ward, was elected 
Chairman. His speech was short and 
disconnected. He even failed to metation 
the corporation he represented. 

" Ixjuisyille drummers had a pic-nic 
Wednesday. Some of them came up on 
passes and did not attend the ' monstrous

"Colonel J. Stoddard Johnson pro- 
nounced the new Constitatifn a 'mon- 
strous nonatrosity.'
